THE APRVANCE ON PEKIN. 


Winnipeg, Aug. 6, 00; 

Washington, \Aug. 6th: If China 
ignores for twerty-four hours longer 
the ultimatum of ihe United States 
idemending as a matter of right and 
no tof favor that the communication 
with Minister Conger, in Pekin, .be 
restored, President McKinley wil} 
start the American troops from the 
Philippines and the United States for 
China, to compel comp iance with our 
demands, 

London, Aug. 6th: The Tien Tsin 
correspondent of the Express says: 

“On August Ist a strong force of 
Chinese from the native city attacked 
Tien Tsim, By a series of brilliant; char- 
ges ovr frasps drove the enemy 
from their positions. The native city 
is still defiant and the allies are un- 
willing to march the troops through 
the streets as this would mean) an imt 
mense Slaughter, 

London, Aug. 6th: A despaitich toj the 
Post from Che Foo, dated July 30th, 
says: “The Russians at Tien Tsin re- 
fuse to allow the Americans to put up 
telephone wires on the railroad poles. 
They claim the railroad which the Eng+ 
lish engineers are ready to work, The 
situation is critical. The river is full 
of railroad sieepers. Hundreds of 
dead bodies of Chinese, decaritated, are 
floating in the stream, 

The American and British forces be- 
gan their advance on Pekin lajit Thurs- 
day, according to a despatch, dated 
Auzust 2nd, from Tien Tsin to the Ex 
ress. ‘The main body of ,the allies 
| marched on July 30th. Chaffee, com- 
manding the Americans, was de.ayed 
by difficulties in disembarkation. Gen. 
Dorward had no such obstacles and 
his delay is inexplicable. The other 
foreign troops are now. half way to 
Lota. The force includes 20,000 Japan- 
ese and 10,000 Russians. The British 
force totals 9,000 and other \foreign 
troops 7,000. They are weak in artil- 
lery. : 

A despatch from Shanghai says the 
report that Li Hung Chang has com- 
mitted suicide is without foundation: 


A late despajtch from Shanghai says 
he is only in an extremely despondent 
stata of mind, Another message tc the 
Express from its correspondent in 
Pekin, dated July 22nd, says: “The 
women have borne all the horrors with 
marvelous fortitude, even with cheer- 
fulness. The Chinese .wanted peace 
whea the arsenals in Tien Tsin’ were 
captured and the negatiations bid fair 
to be successful. Unfortunately Li 
Ping Heng and Kang, Yu arrived here 
at the critical moment and overthrew 
the peace party.

TROOPER WOOD--CBITUARY. 

Trooper W. Wood, of the Mounted 
Rifles, whose death from fever at Pre- 
toria, was reported last week, was a 
son of J. C. Wood, rancher of Beaver 
lake, and formerly of Edmonton. 
Trooper Wood enlisted at Edmonton 
and was among the first to offer his 
services, and if necessary his life, to 
his country. His last letters to(friends 
here, teceived three weeks ago, told oz 
his life in Africa and, of the satisfac- 
tory, progress he was making as a sol- 
dier. The deceased was a yqung mam 
not more than twenty-three years of 
age, a good horseman, vigorous, in- 
tellizgent and accustomed to an out 
door lide, the material which makes the 
best fighting men in the world. He 
was well-known in Edmonton, having 
resided here steadily for over a year, 
during the greater part of which time 
he(Avas in the employ of the Hudson’s 
Bay Co., as driver. His parents at one

PEACE RIVER TREATY PAYMENTS. 

J. A. Marae, commissioner for the 
payment o ftreaty money in the Atha- 
basea district, was at Peace River 
Crossing on June 14th, on hig way 
down Peace river to Vermilion, He 
had completed the payments at Lesser 
Slave lake, Peace River Crossing and 
St. John. At the three first mention- 
ed places all the Indians took their 
treaty money. At St. John only about 
50 accepted payment. An equal num- 
be declired to accept.’ Last year/thoce 
Indians, Beavers, did not meet the 
reaty commissioners. This year they 
were involved in a dispute between 
each other as to the chitfship. ‘This 
was the cause of one half the band! not 
taking treaty, The Siccannies or Dog 
Ribs, from the Liard river, 
generally trade at St. John, did not 
come in this season. The road made 
by the Northwest . governntent last 
season from the Crossing of Peace rive} 
to St. John, was used by the commis- 
siorer and his party this year, and 
found to be very good.

A HARD TRIP. 

Travel through the north spatiery, + 
edpedially in th evicinity of Lesser 
Hlave lake, and beyond. has this 
wear been of exceptional difficulty, ow- 
ing to the swollen stveams and flooded 
eountry, caused by the heavy and con- 
tinual rains. in a letter to his friend 
E. Booth, here, Geo, Fugard, describes 

his trip to Lesser Slave lake, en route 
to the uppe" Peace, with Messrs. Grim- 
ison, Rioux and Picard. He says: 

“We left the Landing on the 18th, 
Grunston and J, in small canoe with 
an Indian tracking us, Rigux: and 
Picard in skiff with two Indian track 
ers. Our Indian gave out the second 
day, so we played Indian alternately 
with very good success as we led the 
yan to the lake where we landed in 
half a gale. Here we laid over 
two days as the wind was increasing. 

Pushed off and made 35 miles, or Swan 
river in 31-2 hours, but owing ‘to the 
lake being unusually bigh we could not 
land so we went up Swan river two 
miles, Stili no landing. Came _ back 
dovrn an dj tried to cross, but too 
ough, We finally anchored to drift- 
ing log and spent quite an unpleasant 
nigh: pilching about. In the early 
morméing we struck out again for Swan 
Hauted the boats as far as we 
couid ashore then waded about a mile 
tineugh the water, grass and mo3- 
quitos to our knees and struck camp. 
There we remained a day and night, 
withort blankets, under the pines, but 
with a big fire—quite 
Next . m. we concluded to across the 

lake, but the Indians refused tof go,— 
toy rough, so paid them off and push- 
ed gut. We suceeeded after 7 hours 
hard fighting in landing at the priest’s 
fishing station, where the wind! and 
sea, increasing, we again lay over a 
day and night. As there was na let | 
up we again pushed off and made 30 
miles in 3 hcq@rs, ar ten miles from! the 
post, where I came, tol grief on a rocky 
shbre, and finally landed ‘the .duitfit 
minus, axes. frying pan, buckets, 
knives, forks, and everything that had 
not Laoyancy enough; to take care of 
itself. Just 10 miles from the - past 
Grunsten and Charley Roberts, whom 
we hired td ga with ws, passed me and 
went to the next point where they 
took a turn and came ashore bottom 
up. minus blankets, and a few other 
things not yet inventoried. They 
righted her up and from there had a 
fair wind in and arrived at 7 p. m. 
We start to-morrow, July 2nfig ‘iver 
Peace river with wagons. Have con- 
cluded te ga up the Peace in a canoe 
as everything im this country is aflaat, 
—raining day and night. Its all 
swim here—oan’t get from here to 
H. B. Co’s store on the old road as it 
is all under water. Wharves all zone 
and water still rising. I think the 
houses at Willow Poinit will be things 
of the past by fall.
